HOW THE FARMER WOULD LOSE! 
BY A SAMPLE MARKET | 


Every day it 1s becoming more and 
more evident that the most ruinous 
results to the farm@s of the West; 
would follow the establishment of 
sample markets for grain at Wipnipeg 
and Fort William. ; 

As . striking instance of the harm 
that gyculd follow such a move, was 
brought out at an investigation of the! 
traffic congestion on the Canadian 
railways before the Railway Commis- 
sion at Ottawa, In giving their testl- 
mony J. W. Leonard of the C.P.R. 
and W. H. Biggar of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific stated that the congestion was 
very largely owing to their inability 
to secure rolling stock from the man- 
ufacturers as fast as it was required. 
ll the car shops are behind hand 
with oiders In fact it is impossible 
for the car shops to turn out rolling 
stock as rapidly as the development 
of the country requires it. In this 
connection it was stated that the dl- 
rectore of one company had author- 
ized the expenditure of $19,000,000 in 
rolling stock, but could get no firm to 
fill the orders 

It will be seen by these ‘statements 
which were uncontradicte., that the 
congestion of traffic and car shortages 
on the railways of the west are owing 
to the exceedingly rapid development 
of the country rather than to the ne- 
glect of the railway companies. And 
this wonderful development is as yet 
only in its early stages, and when it 
is completed how will our transport- 
aticn companies be able to handle the 
traffic? The grain congestion of last 
fall was bad enough but with the {1- 
creased acreage under cultivation 
each year the conditions will grow

lion bushels. And when that time 
comes, even providing that the sam- 
ple market is a qualified success, 
which is impossible, the twenty-five 
per cent lors of cars will still be as 
great 'n proportion as it would be if 
the sample market were established 
today. Any intelligent farmer can 
figure out for himself what the loss 
would be to him. were the sample 
market established and the cars de- 
tained at Winnipeg as they would be 


for from twenty-four to forty-eight 
hours on every trip, and how much 
wheat would be left in his granary 
that would otherwise be shipped, sold 
and paid for. Remember that it 
would mean, under ordinary condi- 
tious, that one bushel out of every 
four Is left on his hands at the close 
o: navigation. 

And why, in the name of ordinary 
common sense should the farmer be 
put to this loss and inconvenience? 
There is no reason whatever for he 
stands to lose at every turn, . The 
only persons who could possibly be 
benefited are the men who would 
handle the wheat on the sample mark- 
et, and would mix it and fix it so as 
to bring the most profit to themselves. 

It fe to the interests of every farm- 
er to carefully study this sample 
market question in all its bearings. 
At present, the farmer is safeguarded 
on every hand by statutory laws 
which are fairly well observed, and 
the farmer now has full control of 
his own wheat on the market, If 
he don’t like to sell to the local dealer 
for any reason, elther on account of 
grade or price, he can ship himself. 
The railway companies are compelled 
by law to furnish him a car fn his 
turn ind place it at a loading plat- 
form for him. At Winnipeg an hon- 
est grale is assured him by a govern- 
ment inspector and the wheat is sold 
at a fair market price. In short, he 
is mas er of the situation,

This is a fallacious 
argument, The farmer knows by 
past experience that the only people 
to profit by the mixing of grain are 
the dealers. In this regard a recent 
interview with Mr. J. H. Haslam who 
{s well known throughout the west is 
worthy of careful consideration, Mr. 
Haslaia whe has just returned from 
Europe states that the western Can- 
adian wheat {s losing its pre eminence 
on the Brit'sh market, and he warns 
the farmers of the west that they 
must .ee to it that they send their 
best wheat pure to the Old Country if 
they wish to retain their hold on the 
market ant secure the best prices. 
In the light of this, what becomes of 
the mixing argument? Two quall- 
tles of wheat cannot be mixed with. 
out lowering one of them, and In do- 
ing so you reduce the standard of all. 

It must never be forgotten that the 
men who are seeking to establish a 
sample market are the men who have 
always sought to exploit the wheat 
trade of the west.to further their own 
interests an! deprive the farmers of 
a legit'mate price for their grain.

Mr. Lydekker finally suggested in de- 
fault of any other explanation, that 
the single horn -was a_ product of 
man’s interference, and not a natural 
growth. This view has now been 
justified by investigations of the Brit- 
ish Resident in Nepal. The Unicorn 
ram is obtained by the somewhat brut- 
al practice of searing with hot ‘rons 
the budding horns of young barwhal 
lambs and then covering them with 
a mixture of soot and oil, After this 
treatment they grow together, The 
purpose of this curious custom {s not 
indicated in the British Resident's re- 
port. Except as a means of mystify- 
ing the zoologists, there seems no ob- 
vious explanation,

MIGRATION OF BIRDS 


Some Ply Two Miles High, 
Than an Express Train 


The problem of how small birds 
were able to manage long flights from 
other countries ¢xereised tie nunds 
of naturalists for centuries The frst 
man to collect accurate irfornation 
on the subject was the late Horr 
Gatke. Living on the little feland of 
Heligoland, in the direct routs of ini

subject, he was ab.e to verity for him: 
self many facts which had until thea 
escaped notice. 

For instance, he pointed out that 
birds on migration often flew very 
high—probably as much as 12,000 
feet (over two miles) above the 
ground. That they do fly at a great 
height has been corroborated by as- 
tronomers, who have seen birds flying 
across the face of the moon at a 
height of not less than one mile. 

Gatke’s ideas on speed were prob- 
ably exaggerated, but only by a theory 
of a tremendously swift filght at a 
high altitude could he account for 
the fact that certain birds were never 
or rarely seen in the countries be- 
tween their Winter and Summer 
quarters. For instance, he pointed 
out that the blue throat, which win- 
ters in Africa and breeds in Scandi- 
navia, is but rarely met with in any 
of the countries on the line of route— 
Italy, Greece and Southern Germany. 

When they. arrived in Hefigoland 
they came in large flocks, and were 
tired and exhausted; also they always 
arrived at the same hour—somewhat 
late ir. the morning. He thought It 
probable that they left Africa at dusk 
the previous evening, and by flying at 
the rate of 180 miles an hour would 
be able to reach Heligoland in the one 
flight R 

Between 188C€ and 1887 the British 
Association granted some money to a 
special committee for the study of 
migration, and by means of schedules 
much information was collected about 
the birds that are killed annually at 
coast lights. Although many facts 
were thus obtained the observations in 
this respect are almost entirely de- 
pendent on weather conditions. In 
fact it may be said that the only 
migration that can be actually seen is 
that which has partially failed, for it 
is oaly when delayed or held back by 
storm: or fog that birds obviously 
on passage are encountered along the 
coast or in other places where they 
are not usually found. 

In Denmark and Germany ornith- 
ologists have been experimenting by 
ringing birds and having those that 
are caught retupned to the address 
| given on the aluminum band placed 
on the bird's leg. In this way the 
habits of migration, speed, and direc- 
tion of filght and other facts are dis- 
covered. Storks have given the most 
striking results from ringing. With- 
out exceptior all storks that have 
been recovered in the first Autumn 
a’ter ringing had traveled in a due 
south-easterly direction. 

From Hungary to Palestine no ring- 
ed birds have been procured, but from 
Palestine four have been returned, 
from Alexandria one, Blue Nile one, 
Victorit. Nyanza one, and no fewer 
than seven from the Transvaal, Natal, 
Basutoland, etc., while of the Hungar- 
fan storks (marked by the Hungarian 
office) no fewer than seventeen have 
been recorded from, the various local- 
{ties iu South Africa, It ta thare- 
fore practically certain that north 
German and Hungarian storks travel 
south-east to Palestine and thence due 
south to South Africa.—The Strand.

Blind Men Now See 


Sometimes blindness is entirely due 
to nerves. A young farmer, hailing 
from Ghio, had been stone-blind for 
five years. The farmer had been un- 
der trcatment by many eminent spe- 
Clalists, and had also entered a first- 
class eye-hospital, but no cure could 
be effected. The doctors were of 
opinion he was suffering from paraly- 
sis of the optic nerve, a disease con- 
sidered hopeless. During last month 
the blind man began to suffer very 
much with his teeth, and at last he 
visited a dentist, who advised him to 
have three teeth extracted. Worn 
out with a long spell of toothache the 
farmer agreed; but no sooner did the 
dentist start to draw the second 
tooth than he jumped up and ex- 
claimced:—I can see! I can see the 
light, the crack in the window! And 
turning to the dentist with glee, he ad- 
ded, joyfully:—I can see you. The 
whole affalr seems to have been a 
miracle, as up to now no scientist 
has been able to connect the blind- 
ness with teeth, To a common-sense 
Person the blindness appears to have 
been a casc of. ‘nerves.’ Possibly 
the man feared his sight was failing 
and worked himself into losing the 
sight of his eyes. 

Another remarkable restoration of 
sight was the one which happened to 
a stonemason. He had been unable 
to see out of his right eye for over 
80 years, but during one of the fierce 
gales which happened at Easter he 
had to cross a bleak common with 
the ‘wind in his face, and a quantity 
of dust got into both his eyes. His 
right eye felt it the most, and began 
to stream with water. To try aad 
relieve the pain the stonemason rub- 
bed that eye gently but continuously 
for some seconds. When he reac ed 
home he discovered to his foy thal he 
had perfect sight in both his eyes. 
Possibly many years ago a_ sinall 
piece of stone had got into his eye 
and the extra flow of water and duet 
had enabled it to work its way wut.

Shearing Sheep With a Machine 


Shearing sheep with a machine is 
practical for most farmers, says the 
Southe . Agriculturist. As with any 
other machine, a man should have 
some knack with machinery to do the 
best work. The greatest advantage 
in using this method of shearing is 
* at y-1 get practically all the wool. 
During the World's Fair at St. Louis 
they had a contest between the old- 
fashior ed method of shearing by hand 
and t'e newer one of clipping the 
sheep with the machMhe. After the 
expert hand shearer had finished a 
sheep the machine would clip about 
thirteen ounces of wool. So the sav- 
ing of wool would soon pay for the 
shearing machine. 

A man with from 25 to 100 head of 
sheep should use the hand machine, 
but with larger flocks the power ma- 
chine is more practical. If one's 
neighbor raise sheep, they can 
install a power plant with a line shaft 
to run as many machines as they 
wish with a small gas engine. When 
| Shearing time comes they can set a 
day, collect their flocks and help 
each other. I have such a plant in 
my barn with three machines run 
from a line shaft with a loose pulley, 
so each machine can be operatedor 
stopped independently, as the sheat- 
er wishes, by shifting the belt from 
the tight to the loose pully. We shear 


\ with this plant, running three mas- 
chines, about 200 sheep in a day 
with the average farm hands. A| 
quick, strong young man with practice ; 
should shear 100 or more, while the 
expert will turn off 200 with one ma- 
chine, 
{to do a nice job, will average about | 
75 a cay. 

One of the greatest advantages In 
having a shearing plant with several | 
machines is that you shear your 
whole flock in ae-day, thus getting) 
them back to grass with their lambs. ! 
If you are two or three days shearing 
there is considerable loss to the lamb 
crop from keeping them up. Machine 
sheared sheep also !ook much better. 
—Southern Agriculturist.

BRITISH NATIONAL INSURANCE 


ACT PROVES 


The Act Compelling People to Insure Against Sickness and/ 
Disab'ement Now in Force in Britain, and Gives 
Promise of P:oving to be of Great Benefit 


——es 


London.—So far as can be judged 
during the three days the new nation- 
a] insurance act compelling people to 
insure against sickness aad disable- 
ment has been in force and before 
any payments, except in the case of 
casual laborers, have fallen due, the 
measure is working according to the 
government officials more smoothly 
than was expected. 

The doctors represented by the 
British medical association are still in 
revolt against the act and announce 
their intention of refusing to attend 
patients under its provisions. 

An organization including a number 
of society people has also been form- 
ed with the object of resisting pay- 
mente for domestic servants. 

This, however, is chiefly a political 
move, so that the only real opposition 
the government has to face is that of 
the doctors 

The government has offered the doc- 
tors the sum of four shillings and six- 
pence annually for each person insur- 
2.) but the doctors demand eight shil- 
lings and sixpence | 

The workmen and working women 
have‘taken up the great reform with | 
alacrity and the government estimates | 
that of the 30,000,000 persons insured | 
before the act came into force up-| 
wurds of 10,000,000 have already regis: | 
tered with approved societies, which 
nave undertaken to administer the) 
act and another 500,000 have taken | 
out cards at the post offices. | 

Before the end of the week, when | 
the first payments fall due for those 
drawing weekly salaries the govern- | 
mant believes that practically all| 
those entitled to do so will have be-| 
come Insured. \ 

The only section of the community 
likely to suffer is that composed of 
casual workers and old people, both 
men and women, as some of the big 
employers have decided to do away 
with this form of labor. 

Besides the casual laborers are not

Manitoba Government Starting Cam- 
paign in East to Secure Help 

Winnipeg.—The west needs men 
and needs them badly.

Cement Duty 

Ottawa.—The heavy importations of 
cemen* under the duty remission re 
cently granted raises the question 
whether or not the duty will be put 
back to where it was formerly.

The area sown to 
oats is estimated at 9,494,600 acres 
a8 compared with 9,283,550 acres in 
1911 and to barley 1,449,200 acres as 
compared with 1,403,969 acres in 1911. 
In the three, northwest provinces 
spring wheat covers 9,029,0() acres as 
against 8,946,965 acres in 1 11, the In- 
crease being in Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, Including fall whcat the to- 
tal wh.at acreage in the three pro- 
vinces is 9,246,100 as compared with 
9,301.293 acres in 1911, the decrease 
being accounted for by the large area | 
of fall wheat winter killed in Alberta, 
Oats in the three provinces occupy | 
6,037,000 acres and barley 826,100) 
acres as compared with last year's 
census figures of 4,563,203 acres for 
oats and 161,738 acres for barley. 


Whilst not equal to the exception- 
ally high figures recorded this time! 
last year, the condition of spring 
sown crops is generally good. The 
highest figures for spring cereals are 
recorded in Prince Edward Island and 
British Columbia, the per cent. condl- 
tion ranging from 97 to 99 in the 
former and from 90 to 95 in the lat- 
ter province, the average for the Do- 
minion being from 80 to 89.

Pubilc faith in the efficacy of the 
lightning rod was so great that it was 
difficult for the owner of a building to 
get a fire insurance policy unless he 
first provided a lightning rod as a

Another New Cure 3 

Apropos of the new cure for lock- 
jaw, news of which-was sent over 
from London last week by special 
cable, it may be worth noting that 
newness nowadays in newspaper med- 
icine is a very elastic quality, Some 
of the new things in this line of news | 
are sG very much up to date that 
they sre more properly prophecies 
than news—and not infrequently pro- 
phecies nevér realized in the lower 
walks of medicine, where the doctors | 
practice and the hospital» are located. 
Others, like this new cure for lock 
‘aw, are only new when compared to 
ancient discoveries like vaccination 
tuberculin. The use of serum for 
the treatment of lockjaw (the doctors 
call it tetanus) has been practiced 
for a 1umber of years. Neither is 
the infection directly Into tke spinal | 
canal (even into the brain), a novelty. 
Medical textbooks published as long 
azo av 1910 recommend that method. 
The difficulty of treating lockjaw 
with serum Iles in the rapidity with | 
which the disease progresses and the 
need for a very early effect upon the 
central nervous system, if the serum 
‘sg to accomplish ‘*s purpose. When 
{injected beneath ’ skin its action is 
relatively slow. When the spinal 
canal is used, instead. immediate 
therapeutic results are secured. It 
is for this reason that the latter site 
of puncture is preferred. 


Speaking Cinematograph 

The high commercial value of a 
practicable speaking cinematograph is 
so obvious that many efforts have 
been made to devise one. The result 
of one of these, M. Leon Gaumont’s 
“chronophone,” was recently describ- | 
ed and illustrated at the Royal Insti- 
tution in London. ‘The three prob- 
lems to be solved are (1) absolute 
synchronism between the picture and 
talking machines; (2) sufficient “tak- 
ing fleld” for the recording phono- 
graph, so that it can be kept out of 
the cinematograph pictures, and (3) 
magnification of the original sound so 
that It is audible to a large audience. 
M.°Gaumont appears to have solved | 
these problems, sufficiently, at least, 
to render his apparatus worth exhib- 
iting before a scientific body. His 
synchronizing of the two reproducing 
machines ir obtained by the us of 
two identical electric motors. One 
runs the talRing record at a constant 
speed, the speed of the other being 
automatically controlled so as to 
make te pictures correspond with the 
spoken words. M. Gaumont’s cylin- 
ders and films gave realistic reproduc- 
tions of a cock crowing. a lion train- 
er putting his animals through their! 
“act,” a musician playing a banjo, 
and a sailor reciting a piece. 


After a long investigation a French 
scientist has declared that tuberculo- 
ais can be transmitted by the perspir- 
ation of a person afflicted with the 
disease. the germs passing through 
the pores.

The Undervalued Banana 

The dictum that fruit should be eat- 
en in their seagon, finds its limitations 
as regards variety in the temperate 
zones at certain periods of the year. 
There is, however, one fruit which is 
readily available fresh in American 
markets at practically all seasons, al- 
though it grows beat from November 
to April in its tropical or semi-trop- 
{cal home. It is unfortunate that an 
article of diet which meets certain nu- 
tritive requirements so well and is 80 
easily obtained at reasonable cost as 
the banana should be the subject of 
much misunderstanding among both 
physicians and laymen. For despite 
the- fact that over 40,000,000 bunches 
are reported to have been brought to 
the United States last year, it is pop- 
ularly stated in many quarters that 
the banana Is difficult of digestion and 
may give rise to alimentary distress. 

A closer consideration of the com- 
position of the banana may serve to 
elucidate the situation. The fruit is 
brought to our Northern markets 
green, and {s ripened by artificial heat. 
This process can be hastened or de- 
layed within certain limits, according 


; to the momentary demands of the re- 


tall trade. The color of the peel 
gives evidence of the degree of ripe- 
ness. The green banana contains in 
the part exclusive of the skin about 
1-5. per cent. of protein and 20 to 2 
per cent. of carbohydrate, almost en- 
tirely starch. In the ripe 
with yellow-brown peel, the edible 
part contains somewhat less (16 to 
19 per cent) of carbohydrate; but 
that which remains is now almost en- 
tirely ia the form of soluble sugar; 
the green, one-fifth starch. Most of 
the remainder of the edible pulp 1s 
water, Intermediate degrees of ripe- 
ness present starch and sugar in re- 


| clprocal proportions, varying between 


the limits set above. 

Inasmuch as bananas are commonly 
eaten uncooked, {t is obvious that 
more or less raw starch will be in- 
gested if the fruit is not ripe, f.e., if 
the skin has not begun to shrivel and 
darken. Raw starch may be singu- 
larly irritating to the alimentary tract 
of mat and js at best poorly utilized 
whether it be ingested in the form of 
uncooked potatoes, chest-nuts, banan- 
as or other native starchy foods. No 
one would advise the use of uncooked 
potatoes; yet many people eschew a 
thoroughly ripe banana in the belief 
that the wholesome fruit {s ‘rotten’ 
when the skin becomes darkened. 
whereas they eagerly eat the yellow- 
green ttarch-bearing fruit at a stage 
of incomplete ripeness. 


Whooping Cough 


Whooping cough, which some 
mothers think can be cured by tak- 
ing* children near gasworks or 


through a tunnel, is the subject of 
more quaint superstitions than al- 
most any other disease. In North- 
amptonshire it is believed that if a 
small quantity of hair is cut from the 
nape of the sick child, rolled In a 
piece cf meat. and given to a dog, the 
whooping cough will be transferred to 
the animal. In Cornwall the child is 
fed with bread and butter which has 


{been passed three times “under the 


belly of a piebald horse. In Lan- 


| cashire they stil! tell you that whoop- 


ing cough will never attack a child 
that has ridden on a bear! 

According to a new Swedish sys- 
tem cf makiug use of peat, the ma- 
terial is powdered finely and blown 
into the furnace by a fan blast, and 
the dust is consumed while in sus- 
pension The advantages of this 
method is that the degree of heat may 
be easily and quickly adjusted by 
regulating the amount of peat powder 
delivered into the interior of the fur- 
nace. This system is said to repre- 
sent & greater efficiency than here- 
tofore experienced in the utilization 
of peat for fuel, three parts of peat 
representing the same amount of en- 
ergy as two of coal, In this shape it 
is also economical, as there is no 
fuel burned except where the power 
is needed. 


As Old as the World 


Cherries, which are beginning to 
appear in the market, were first cul- 
tivated in England about a century 
before Christ, but the best modern 
species of fruit were introduced into 
Kent from Flanders about the begin- 
ning of the 16th century. One of 
the very first cherry orchards was 
that at Teynham, near Faversham, 
from which much of Kent was after- 
wards supplied, and the “Garden of 
England” still maintains its supre- 
macy, the chief orchards being along 
the Kentish borders of the Thames, 
the Darent and the Medway. Busjno,
